1 . This office action is in response to the reply filed on 7/22/2009. 

2. In the reply, the applicant amended claims 1 , 3, 5, 29, 31 ; and cancelled claims 

2. 4, 30, 32. Claims 4-5, 32 were previously indicated as allowable except for 
depending from a rejected claim. Claims 67-68 were currently indicated as allowable. 

3. Thus claims 1,3,5,1 7-1 9, 21-29, 31,41, 42, 44-47, 67-68 are pending for 
examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 3, 5, 17-19, 21-29, 31, 41, 42, 44-47, 67-68 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The subject matter of the independent claim could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The prior art does not disclose or render obvious 
the combination as claimed specifically including a fixation mechanism having a cavity 
and a shaft to capture luminal tissue within the cavity and a spring to bias the shaft 
toward the tissue, wherein the device is detached from the lumen by a solenoid coil 
wound around the shaft and a circuit to energize the coil to drive the shaft against the 
spring bias and thereby release the luminal tissue in combination with the other 
elements of the claim.
